Memorandum From the President. 
February 7, 1981 


Memorandum for Heads of Non-Cabinet 
Agencies 
Subject: Revisions of the 1982 Budget 

The comprehensive economic program 
that I will present to the Congress on Feb- 
ruary 18, 1981, will describe spending re- 
ductions, tax reductions and actions to 
remove unnecessary regulatory burdens. 

For the past several weeks, members of 
the Cabinet and I have been identifying 
major policy and program changes that 
must be made to begin bringing spending 
under control. These major changes will 
be outlined in my February 18th address. 

In addition to these major items, re- 
ductions will have to be made in virtually 
every agency for fiscal year 1981, 1982 
and the future. This memorandum is to 
ask your cooperation in this second phase 
of our review and to outline the process 
and schedule that we must follow in order 
to submit a fully revised 1982 budget 
including the details of the major changes 
I announce on February 18th and all 
other revisions of the budget submitted 
by President Carter on January 15th—to 
the Congress by March 10, 1981. 

At my direction, the full review of the 
remainder of the Carter budget is already 
underway in the Office of Management 
and Budget. The remaining steps in the 
revision process will of necessity be much 
more compressed than would normally be 
possible and the procedure will be very 
demanding for all of us. More specif- 
ically: 

¢ During the next 9 days, OMB will

complete its review, consult with my sen- 
ior advisers and me as appropriate, and 
at my direction, will advise each agency 
of additional reductions that are needed 
from the Carter budget to achieve our 
spending and employment reduction 
goals. 

¢ If you believe there are better ways 
of achieving the reductions, I ask that you 
convey your views to the Director of OMB 
in writing within 48 hours after receiving 
the revised budget and employment limits. 

¢ I will look to you and the Office of 
Management and Budget to resolve any 
differences promptly and, in those few 
cases where they cannot be resolved, to 
bring those differences to me jointly for 
final decision. Of necessity, I need to re- 
ceive such items within 4 days of the time 
that you receive the initial notification 
from OMB. 

Some agencies will begin receiving the 
initial notification by February 9th. The 
entire process must be completed prompt- 
ly for all departments and agencies to 
allow time for your preparation of sup- 
porting materials and for compiling and 
printing the revised budget. Your co- 
operation in this effort is appreciated.

The Nation’s Economy 


Remarks at a White House Meeting of State 
Legislators and County Executives. 
February 9, 1981 


I’m not saying hello individually, except 
to those near at hand, because I under- 
stand we'll have a chance later when we 
leave here for some photos. But I am 
grateful that all of you came here today, 
and I hope that the meeting so far has 
been productive for you. I know that it’s 
helpful for us. 

The task before us is enormous. We are 
on the brink, as I said on the air, of an 
economic calamity—and I don’t think 
that’s too harsh a word—but it is not our 
economic system that is at fault. The sys- 
tem is sound, and it’s proven itself time 
after time. We’ve just played fast and 
loose with the system, and it’s time that 
we made it work the way it’s supposed to. 
The first priority, I believe, is a return to 
the concept of federalism. 

You, the State legislators, you who are 
in county and local government are the 
representatives that are closest to the peo- 
ple. You are the first to see which pro- 
grams work and which don’t, and you 
know what is best for the States, for your 
communities, and that means what’s best 
for the people. I’ve long believed that 
State and local governments have a better 
chance to be efficient and responsive than 
does the Federal bureaucracy, which tries 
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to fit solutions to problems that vary from 
one locale to another, and all too often 
they end up with their own bureaucracy 
the beneficiary of whatever program they 
administer. My goal is to transfer as many 
programs as are appropriate back to you, 
along with the tax resources to pay for 
them. And we can use your help in getting 
that done. 

It'll take all of us working, together to 
turn things around, and frankly, I’ve 
asked you here today to enlist you in this 
effort. I would like your guidance as we 
come down to the wire on our comprehen- 
sive economic program, which we'll be 
submitting to the Congress next week, and 
then I would like to continue working 
with you as we work to put that plan into 
operation. 

I know that you’ve been spending a lot 
of time with our economic advisers this 
afternoon doing just that, but I’d like to 
hear from you myself. So, right now I 
think that’s the end of the monolog, We 
can have a dialog, and the floor is open to 
hear your comments. 

NOTE: The President spoke at 4:35 p.m. in 
the East Room at the White House.

Audit of the United States 
Economy 


Remarks During a News Conference on the 
Audit. February 12, 1981 


THe Present. Today I’m releasing an 
audit of the American economy that’s 
been prepared by my advisers and that I 
described to this Nation in the address 
last week. 

And this audit confirms that the econ- 
omy of the United States needs a pro- 
found and dramatic change in direction. 
There can no longer be a business-as-usual 
approach. Inflation and unemployment 
are threatening the American way of life 
as never before, and without a change of 
policy these intolerable conditions will get 
even worse. 

This audit also suggests a sense of ur- 
gency that we must halt the growth of 
government and the corresponding bur- 
den of overspending, taxation, and regu- 
lation before they irreversibly alter the 
character of this Nation. 

We’re still the most productive people 
in the world, living in a nation with a po- 
tential that staggers the imagination. I’m 
confident with the facts before them the 
American people will understand the need 
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for the changes that we'll propose next 
week. And this audit shows us that our ac- 
tions must put the Nation on a funda- 
mentally different course. 

Now, I am due 5 minutes ago down at 
the Lincoln Memorial, so I am going to 
leave you now. But I am leaving you in 
the hands of Murray Weidenbaum, who 
can take all of your questions and explain 
this audit report to you, which I under- 
stand is going to be made available or 
already has been made available to you.

Mr. WemensAuM. Thank you, Mr. 
President. 

The purpose of this audit is to present 
the key facts and figures on the economic 
situation that President Reagan inherited. 
It shows that although the economy has 
in the past suffered either high inflation or 
high unemployment, what is unique today 
is the combination of sustained high in- 
flation and sustained high unemployment. 

We show that the basic source of most 
of our economic distress is the policies of 
Government itself over the course of many 
previous administrations. Nevertheless, 
the fundamental strength of the private 
enterprise economy still shows through the 
dismal current statistics. To tap into this 
Nation’s productive economic base re- 
quires a commitment to reduce tax and 
regulatory burdens and to increase incen- 
tives for working and saving. 

The economy’s various economic diffi- 
culties are closely interrelated. Any at- 
tempt to solve one, such as inflation, with- 
out taking the others, such as unemploy- 
ment, into account is doomed to failure. 
In fact, it is the stop-and-go economic pol- 
icies of the past that have been a major 
source of the problem. 

A comprehensive solution aimed at the 
entire range of economic ills now facing 
the United States is required. That is the 
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highlights, the essence of this economic 
presentation.

Lincoln’s Birthday, 1981 


Remarks at a Wreath-Laying Ceremony at 
the Lincoln Memorial. February 12, 1981 


Ladies and gentlemen: 


Of the millions who come to this city 
each year, there is always a stop to be 
made here at the base of the Reflecting 
Pool and a statue to be seen, of a back- 
woodsman who became a lawyer, a Con- 
gressman, and a President. It is said that 
by standing to one side of this statue there 
can be seen the profile of a man of 
strength and wisdom and by standing on 
the other side the profile of a man of com- 
passion. These two views of Lincoln sym- 
bolize our own memory of him today: 
Lincoln, the national leader who in a time 
of crisis called his countrymen to great- 
ness, and Lincoln, the man whose grace, 
compassion, and earnest commitment is 
remembered in countless biographies, folk- 
tales, and poetry. 

Yet, there is more left to us of Lincoln 
than the ceremony, the monument, or 
even the memory of his greatness as a 
leader and a man. There are words, words 
he spoke and that speak in our time or to 
any time, from the mind that 
sought wisdom and the heart that loved 
justice.

Today do our national leaders agonize 
over the dilemma between doing what is 
practical and what is right? Let us have 
faith in the right, that it makes might, 
Lincoln wrote, and in that faith let us

to the end do our duty as we understand 
it. 

Or do we ever fear failure of the de- 
fense of principle? “I am not bound to 
win,” Lincoln said, “but am bound to be 
true. I am not bound to succeed, but I am 
bound by what light I have.” 

Do we sometimes question the commit- 
ment upon which this Nation was 
founded, the belief in the uncommon wis- 
dom of the common people, the belief 
that in their right to render a final verdict 
on this Nation’s course? “I appeal to you 
constantly,” Lincoln said on his way to 
assume the Presidency, “bear in mind that 
not with politicians, not with a President, 
not with the office seekers, but with you 
is the question, ‘Shall the liberties of this 
country be preserved to the latest gener- 
ation?’ ” 

In Lincoln’s life there is ample testi- 
mony of the depth of his mind, to the 
compassion of his heart, to the breadth 
of his virtue, and above all, to the value 
of putting country above self-interest. But 
for today I will say of him only what he 
said so well of those who had fallen at 
Gettysburg, that the memory of his life 
and death are greater than any written 
or spoken tribute could ever be, the mem- 
ory of Lincoln that belongs to us, but it 
belongs never only to us, for as it was said 
in the hour of his death, “Now he belongs 
to the ages.”

Agriculture is among America’s most 
vital and far-reaching industries. Its pro- 
duction, processing, and marketing seg- 
ments together provide as many as 17 mil- 
lion jobs. 

The productivity and efficiency of 
American agriculture are basic ingredi- 
ents in our national strength. Agricultural 
productivity is a major weapon in the war 
against inflation and in the struggle to 
eliminate world hunger. The efficiency of 
the American farmer is the envy of the 
world. 
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American farmers are, in reality, fierce- 
ly independent businessmen whose job it 
is to provide food and fiber. With the 
profit motive and freedom of enterprise, 
these businessmen of the soil have supplied 
this Nation with an abundance never be- 
fore witnessed in the history of man. 

Today, our farmers are also making 
enormous contributions to America’s trade 
balance. In the past year alone, farm 
exports amounted to $41 billion. 

To achieve a better understanding of, 
and appreciation for, agriculture’s role in 
the Nation’s way of life and of each indi- 
vidual’s stake in a reliable food and fiber 
supply, the Congress enacted a Joint Res- 
olution, Public Law 96-416, to set aside 
March 19, 1981, as “National Agriculture 
Day.”

The President had lunch with the eco- 
nomic working group in the Roosevelt 
Room to discuss revenue and tax issues. 
Included in the group were Secretary Re- 
gan and Mr. Stockman. 

The President met with the Cabinet 
in the Cabinet Room. 


The President spoke by telephone in 
the afternoon with President Valéry Gis- 
card d’Estaing of France. President Rea- 
gan initiated the call, and the 5-minute 
conversation enabled the two Presidents 
to discus bilateral and European regional 
policy matters. 

The President left the White House for 
a weekend stay at Camp David, Md.
